CLOSE TO A MILLION HAVE 
TAKEN OPERATORS’ TESTS 

The Division of Motor Vehicles today 
estimated that more than 900,000 per- 
sons had been examined in California 
for new operators’ license since the 
order was issued on July 11th, cancel- 
ling all licenses issued prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1927 in accordance with the new 
motor vehicle act, 

To this estimate was added 709,000 
for who secured licenses be- 
tween January 1, 1927 and July 11th, 
making an approximate total of 1,600,- 
000 licenses in the State that are now 
legal. 

Pointing out that all licenses issued 
prior to January 1, 1927 are now void, 
Frank G. Snook, Chief of the Division 
urged all motorists who have not done 
so to make application at once for re- 
newal. 

Although a reasonable length of 
time will be permitted for all to re- 
new before the naw is invoked, Chief 
Snook said it would be necessary 
shortly to set an actual deadline after 
which state officers will be instructed 
to make arrests of those who have 
failed to renew.

RURAL CARRIER EXAMINATION 


The United States Civil Service 
Commision has announced an exami- 
nation to fill the position of rural car- 
rier at Menlo Park, 

The examination will be held at 
Menlo Park and receipt of applications 
will close on September 13, 1929. 

The date of examination will be stat- 
ed on admission cards mailed to ap- 
plicants after the close of receipt of 
applications ,and wil be about ten days 
after that date. The salary of a rural 
carrier on a standard daily wagon 
route of 24 miles is $1800 per annum, 
with an additional $30 per mile per 
annum for each mile or major fraction 
thereof in excess of 24 miles. Certain 
allowances are also made for the main 
tenance of equipment. The examina- 
tion will be open only to citizens who 
are actually domiciled in the territory 
of the post office where the vacancy 
exists and who meet the other re- 
quirements set forth tn Form 1877, 
Both men and women, if qualified, 
may enter this examination, but ap- 
pointing officers have the legal right 
to specify the sex desired in request- 
ing certification of eligibles.
